about failures of asphalt pavements in

From offi- 
cial records of maintenance of these 
roads & is shown that they are vir- 
tually nil.

Jackson, Mich., Nov. 24.—([Special.]

ALFALFA IS GOOD WINTER FEED 
FOR HENS. 

I have put my chickens in the poul- 
try house for the winter and would 
like to know a good way to give them 
green feed during the winter months. 
I ie in a suburb, but do not have a 
convenient place or the time to grow 
green feeds. What kind of feed can I 
buy to take the place of the green

REPLY. 

Green colored, leafy alfalfa hay can be 
bought on the market in bales. It is con- 
venient and a fine substitute for grass and 
the other green feeds that chickens get in 
the summer time. It can be fed until grass 
comes up again next spring. Alfalfa is often 
considered the cheapest and the most prac- 
tical succulent winter feed. Poultry men 
frequently feed alfalfa hay to their hens in 
racks made of wire poultry petting. 

Drenching the alfalfa hay in boiling water 
so that it may be fed while hot. is con- 
sidered a good plan. Experienced flock 
owners find that there is less waste and that 
layers will eat more when the hay is chop-‘ 
ped or ground before it is given to the 
chickens. It may be chopped finely with a 
sharp ax or hatchet.

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Teasing Child Will Stand Studying 


ERHAPS when we have discussed 
teasing before we have not come 
near your problem. at all, The 
reason may have been that we 
have only considered it from one 
angie—that of teaching @ child who 
associates with children who tease to 

he impervious to their efforts to tor- 

ment him. 

It may be that this has held no in- 
terest for you for the simple reason 
that your child is not one who is easily 
teased, but instead one of those who 
do the teasing. And it may be, too, 
that you have not recognized this as 


child. I don't say to consider neces- 
sarily as a probiem, but simply to con- 
sider. In the form in which he pos- 
sesses this teasing trait is it desirable 
for him to be allowed to exercise it? 

Here are some questions you might 
ask in considering his teasing. What 
seems to be his motive in teasing— 
fun or malice? How far does he carry 
it? Whom does he tease — children 
younger, his own age, or older than 
he? 

Not only what effect is it having on 
those that he teases, but what effect 
is it having, on the child himself? 

There is also this aspect of it-—that 
teasing can become a deeply-rooted 
habit almost impossible to break. And 
this aspect, too—that often the peo- 
ple who tease a great deal can not 
take any teasing at iall. I remember 


la relative I had once who was a tease. 


He would tease any one—man, wom- 
an,or even a little child that he loved. 
Often it would be almost to the point of 
cruelty, as for instance his little 
grandson, “I’m going to take your 
puppy. He's so nice and tender. He'd 
make good sausage meat,” he'd say. 
This sort of thing, followed by a grap 
‘at the puppy, seemed to him nothing 
but funny, though it ended in tears 
for the child. Yet let one of us tease 
him and his face grew as long’ as a 


fiddle! 
Of Great Interest. 

Here we have a letter that is of 
great interest: 3 

dear Mrs. Bevans: I was par- 
ticularly interested in your recent ar- 
ticle on teasing. 

“T, too, have sfwaye been nade un- 
comfortable and .exasperated by teas- 
ing.

Endurance Isn't Enough.

Use tact, of course, but show him how 
contemptible teasing is.’’ 

Of course, you understand that we're 
not talking about the gentle little fun 
poking, the mischievous little antics 
children sometimes love and that real- 
ly hurt nobody. We're talking about 
real teasing—the persistent kind that 
is as annoying as a yellow jacket that 
buzzes around your head on a country 
road—or the kind that really hurta. 

There are so many kinds of teasing 
—about as many kinds as there are 
of hay fever—that we can’t begin to 
enumerate them. But many of them 
are productive not only of temporary 
discomfort to the other person, but 
sometimes permanent harm. Take the 
teasing about some physical idiosyn- 
crasy—not even defect. Many a child 
has been made unhappy in his or her 
childhood and many a man and woman 
has carried through life an exaggerat- 
ed self-consciousness of ene feature 
because of being teased about it.. A 
snub nose or red hair or big ears or 
prominent teeth can be made a source 
of acute discomfort by teasing, when 
ordinarily they might be ignored or 
even forgotten by their possessor. 

Control It at the Start. 


Often Parents don’t try to check the 
teasing habit simply because they 
haven’t thought about it. This, like 
all others, is most easily cured when 
it is controlled in the beginning. Some 
mothers especially alert and sensitive 
to all things that concern a child 
understand this, as does this mother: 

“My problem is having a teaser. 
My little gir? loves to play jokes on 
people. But I have opposed it strong- 
ly, because from both sides of the 
house she is heir to that trait. I do 
not know if I am right or not in dis- 
liking any form of practical joke, and 
do not want to be too hard, so would 
appreciate your) opinion. 

““My method has not been distato- 
rial. But when Joan” [names are al- 
was substituted for the real ones, of 
course] “ was a baby and teased other 
children I explained that it wasn't kind 
to make them uncomfortable, and if 
she persisted I kept her away from 
them, telling her why. I have suc- 
ceeded in curbing the practice, but 
the desire is very strong in her—or, 
perhaps I should say, a natural tend- 
ency to play jokes.

Miss Goodale tells in Thanksgiving 
Meats and Pastry how the housewife s

ens are transformed into that delecta- 
ble compound—chicken pie.

What fervent thoughts 
and sweet renewals of common grati- 
tude blossom out of the old time sanc- | 
tioned ceremonial! Men, women, and 
childten all over the land are giving 
thanks to the farmer as the visible 
means of God’s invisible grace. And 
is he not, too, thankful for the blessed 
frequency of sun and rain, for the 
direct influence of days and seasons, 
for the fruitful seed and potent soil? 

“This is a trying time for him, nev- 
ertheleses—a time of change and tran- 
sition. The old notions are getting 
more and more unsettled and new 
ones are pushing to the front. There is

dian corn parched as the Indians 
parched it, and then as the French ex 
plorers used it—mixed” with Indian 
maple sugar and called praline—we 
hke to present parched corn as an ap- 
petizer for the Thanksgiving table. 
Pick over a cup of sweét corn, put it 
in a strainer set in a dish and pour 
enough boiling water over it to cover 
it. Let it stand five minutes. Drain 
dt for fifteen minutes or a little more, 
then wipe it dry with an immaculate 
piece of dry cheese cloth, 

Put one’ tablespoon of butter into a 
heavy frying pan, then the corn, and 
parch it by shaking the pan over a 
low fire. Shake or stir it constantly 
for twenty minutes, which time is 
usually enough to thoroughly brown 
and puff it so much that some of the 
kernels will burst slightly. Drain on 
absorbent papér and sprinkle lightiy 
with salt. This should be prepared 
but a short time before it is used be- 
cause it wilts and becomes tough. If 
you want a breakfast: cereal all your 
own prepare this corn, put it through 
a food chopper, and serve it with 


A great number of iétters have 
come to me recently about cooking 
pumpkin for pies, because of what | 
wrote on the subject. One wrfiter tells 
of baking halves of unpeeled pumpkin, 


There is some nice attention re. 
quired for this, but the writer thought 
she would never make pumpkin pies if 
she had to ¢ut up and peel the pump- 
kin} But let us suppose all this has 
been done, then take one cup of 
pumpkin, one and a half cups of milk, 
or, better, half milk and half cream, 
sweeten with about three-fourths of a 
cup of sugar, stir into it two slightly 
beaten eggs, a little salt, and a mini- 
mum of spices. 

I like one-fourth teaspoon of cinna- 
mon and a few grates of nutmeg for 
this nine inch pie. Bake in a medium 
or custard oven.

vormmission Is Swamped 


with Communications. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24,—Thou- 
sands of tetters and telegrams have 
reaching the federal radio com- 
mission each day from fans in every 
section of the country since the reallo- 
eation plan went into effect. Mail 
clerks of the commission are of the 
opinion that the incoming mail was 
more than double for a number of days 
after the plan became effective. At 
any rate they are about swamped try- 


ing te handle them all. 


The cofmmunications are amusing, 
eerious, for and against the plan, but 
the consensus of opinion among the 
fans, taking the country as a whole, 
indicates, up to this time, that sta- 
tions are coming in clearer and with 
more volume than they did before. 
Many fans, also are telling the com- 
mission that they are pulling in sta- 
tions which they have never heard 


before. 


Officials of the commission point out, 
also, that these early communications 
have been received when the plan 
has not been fairly tried out. Where 
six hundred stations are trying to 
make changes, they say; it is inevita- 
ble that some statiops are not exactly 
on their frequency, which means that 
other stations, oh the two sides of 
that band, may have interference. 

Baltimorean Not Happy. 

“ Dear boys,” says a telegram re 
ceived by the commission from a Bal- 
timore fan, who is not at.all pleased 
with the change, “will you please 
put a rope around your necks and tie 
an ancher at the other end and drop 
into the ‘Potomac? Baltimore will then 
feel perfectly avenged for the havoc 
you have wrought about locally.” 

Another Baltimore fan listed the re- 
sults he obtained, including one station 
“ completely blotted out,” and another 
says: 

“I. understand that your change 
was prompted to do away with inter- 
ference; if so, don't you think that,the 
millions of radio owners are interfered 
with when a sweeping change is made 
and forces them to again sit up nights 
and find and record the stations?” 

On the other hand comes a long 
wire from a radio fan in Butte, Mont, 
who is apparently pleased with the 
change. Addressing Commissioner Har- 
old A. La Fount of his zone, he says: 
“ While there is a little interference 


on the new allocations, I think in a 


few days, with adjustments, this can 
be straightened out and reception will 
be much better than before, especially 
from high power stations. 

Getting Strange 


“ We are now getting a great many 
stations we never got before, and as 
all fans desire to relog their sets 
quickly I suggest that you inform all 
etations to announce their call letters 
efter each selection of their program 
instead of waiting for thres,.or, four 
selections before announcing this.” 

Many of the fans are devoting their 
letters and wires to their own partic- 
ular localities. 

“Your attempt to clear the air,” 
says a listener in Iowa, “has proved 
a wonderful success in Iowa.” 

A family in Wisconsin who are evi- 
dently not at all satisfi with the 
situation say, “You certainly have 
made a mess of things. I think we 
have a right to have a voice in tRis 
matter, You are only the servants of 
the people and taxpayers are paying 
your salaries and we demand a few 
rights in this matter. -You are trying 
to commercialize the whole radio pro- 
grams. .The chain is all right for part 
time, but not to monopolize the whole 
program.” 

A listener on Long island tells the 
commission, “ You have made a very 
good start on your tremendous task. 
Thanks for what you have done 680 


far.” 
Waxes Sarcastic. 

On the other hand, a Massachusetts 
listener evidently is sarcastic with the 
commission in first stating that he 
“desires to compliment you upon your 
good work and especially your stand 
that the public be accordéd clear re- 
ception without interference.” He 
then proceeds to tell of attempts to 
get WEAF, KDKA, and others, and 
says, “Not one of them could be re- 
ceived without interference from some 
other station. It does seem a shame 
when one cannot take advantage of 
the excellent programs now broadcast, 
but despite.one of the latest sets our 
family cannot do it. We would much 
prefer getting just one station with- 
out interference.” 

These comments, both for and 
against the new allocation, have been 
received by commissioners from al! of 
the zones. Taking them as a whole, 
however, the cOmmissioners fee] that 
there are many more listeners favor- 
ing and telling good results from the 
first reception after the allocation 
went into effect than those agairst it. 
The cOmmission is asking that the 
biic be patient a little while to see 
' the plan works after it has been 
in effect for a few weeks. It is en-

RADIO IS CREDITED 
WITH INCREASE IN 
SHEET MUSIC SALES 


A nation-wide census by government 
experts shows a big increase in mu- 
sical interest throughout the country. 
More than $15,000,000 was spent last 
year for sheet music and books of 
music alone. This musical awakening 
has been attributed largely to radio. 

The official statement, just issued 
by the U. S. Gensus bureau, shows a 
ten per cent increase in the sale of 
sheet music in two years, the! public 
‘purchases having increased last year 
$1,382,464 over 1925. Even the num- 
ber of music publishing houses in- 
creased nine per cent. 

The government report shows that 
more than a fourth of the music pub- 
lishing houses are in New York; LIlli- 
nois has 18 per cent; Massachusetts, 
8; Pennsylvania, 7; Missouri, 5; Ohio, 
5; California, 4; New Jersey, 2; Texas, 
2, and Connecticut, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Michigan and Nebraska a 
traction less than 1 per cent.

Many of the women have gained 
social contacts through attendance in 
classes and by attending the party 
that is given by the members every 
three or four months. 

The classes have been so organized 
that the women can doe their work 
without the supervision of Miss Mul- 
len.
